Iceland ; Yesterday's decision by Iceland to 
float the krona has so far resulted in a de facto 
2-percent revaluation against the dollar. The move 
is an attempt to counter inflationary pressures 
stemming from a booming US and worl dwide demand 
for fish — Iceland's chief export. 


IMF ; The developing countries are seeking a 
voice "in the selection of a new managing director 
for the International Monetary Fund. Their first 
choice reportedly is Vice-Governor Ossola of the 
Bank of Italy who has demonstr ated sympathy for 
their positions in the past.
